Guise seeks to force the insurance 
company to pay him $50 per month 
since January I, 1935, with interest 
from tliat date

nently disabled since coming un­ 
der his care in March, 1934, and 
Mr. Guise denied on the stand that 
hi?: illness dated to a time prior to 
the signing of the applications for 
the two Insurance policies.

Officer Chester M. Spence said 
that comments he had heard indi­ 
cated that the 
half-hour parallel 
parking limit is far too short and 
the 24-hour angle-parking limit far 
too long.
